ASSASSINATED! 


(By The Associated Press.) 


BERLIN, June 24.—Dr. Walter Rathenau, the German 


Minister of Foreign Affairs, was assassinated today. 


He was shot and instantly killed as he was leaving his 


residence in the Omnewald surburb for the Foreign Office in 
his automobile. 
His assassin escaped. 
Official announce- 


ment of his death was later made in the Reichstag. 
The 


murderer, who was driving in a motor car slowed up as he 
neared Dr. Rathenau and shot twice, then, putting on high 
speed, the assassin escaped. 
Dr. Rathenau was a guest at a 


dinner last night given by American Ambassador Honghton 
and this morning the embassy promptly hoisted its flag at 
half mast on account of the assassination. 


News of the assassination caused pandemonium to break 


out among the various party groups in the Reichstag. In 
the commission on taxation which had just convened, two 
socialists jumped up shouting to Dr. Earl Helfferich, "You 
are the assassin!" Helfferich hastily left the committee 
room.

Outsiders, enemies. "Well, 
it served them right." That was the 
attiude of the town as expressed by 
its men and women and Us children. 
Tears, none. 
Sympathy, not much. 
These were the enemy. 


The dead of a. half dozen national- 
ities, with sloping foreheads of the 
Slav, high profiles of the native born, 
the long mustaches of eastern Europe, 
lay at peace for all the crowds, the 
laughter and the sullen lopks 
Bricks 
beneath their heads for pillows, pick 
boxes for their beds, they lay waiting 
t^f) call of friends and relatives who 
loved them or.c° and have lost touch 
with them in the vicissitudes of tran- 
sient labor. 
Most of them, 'it is safe 
to say, will be forgotten in the pot- 
ter's fields, their meager courses run, 
their stones finished They came be- 
cause they wanted a living and be- 
cause other men wanted to make 
money. 


They died hunted across the fields, 
stoned, shot at, tied and dragged 
down dusty country roads because 
other thousands feared' these men 
would take away their living.

Attempts to sift through the maze 


of rumors, reports, contradictions and 
facts o.f the mine war to obtain an'un- 
colored account of the events leading 
up to it. tonight after everything was 
quiet, brought two authentic reviews 
of the affair, one from a union offi- 
cial and another from a state mili- 
tary afficial 


Hugh Willis, district board member 


of the miners' union, in the first state- 
ment from union offcials concerning 
the massacre, told newspaper report- 
ers the blame lay sqarely on the coal 
operators, who imported strike break- 
ers. ' 


He declared that the first shots 
were fired by the strike breakers and 
that these shots were without provo- 
cation, and' that one of the chief 
causes of the disaster was the high- 
handed manner m which the import- 
ed workers "held up private citizens 
and refused to let them traverse the 
public highway by the mine." He 
made no attempt to deny that the af- 
fair really was a massacre, but in- 
sisted it was not started by miners. 
Colonel Samuel Hunter, of the state 
adjutant general's office, reviewed his 
offcial investigation 
of the disaster, 
the following being the salient points 
of his rep"brt. 
That Colonel Hunter on half a doz- 
en occasions asked Sheriff Thaxton 
and other local county officials if 
they wanted troops sent here, but was 
told each time—even after the fight- 
ing started—that the local authorities 
could handle the matter. 
That he urged the mine offcials to 
close it down to avert a disaster, but 
the request was refused. 
That an indignation meeting of six 
hundred miners was held just out- 
side of Herrin the day before the 
fighting started. 


That he persuaded the besieged 
workers to run up a white flag and ! 
obtain consent from miner offcials for 
a truce, but that this truce was brok- 
en, by whom, he did not know.
